LAND SWINDLERS. 


Now, after so long a time, we 
have a declaration from the Federal 
Land Department at Washington 
that parties who have been enclos- 
ing Government land for grazing 
purposes or for speculation, cannot 
hold the same against settlers. As 
a legal proposition this has always 
been true, says the San Francisco 
Bulletin. Practically the Govern- 
ment has done nothing about it. 
This abuse has been growing for 
years. It has been described many 
times. There is some hope now 
that something will be done. 
There are many hundred thousand 
acres of good land which are held 
by bogus titles—er, rather, by no 
titles at all. We could mention 
one man or firm largely interested 
in cattle who hold from 10,000 to 
20,000 acres in this way. They in- 
close water courses or springs, anda 
considerable frontage; the water is 
taken upinafractional section, and 
with a key thereto settlers are driven 
eff. Thisis anold device. It has 
probably been adopted more ex- 
tensively on this coast than in any 
other part of the Union. It is 
high time that the Federal Govern- 
ment should protect honest settlers 
against these open and palpable 
frauds. It should see to it that the 
settlers can have the fullest right 
to take up a homestead within any 
brush inclosure where the mere 
color of title has been asserted in 
this illegitimate way. It should 
should look after deputy surveyors 
who are willing to become the 
mere tools of unscrupulous specu- 
litors. It will be a good day when 
land frauds are as promptly de- 
tected and exposed as any other 
frauds, and when every quarter sec- 
tion of publicland not legitimately 
held, shall be open to settlers under 
the fullest protection of the Federal 
Government.

A special from the Goverment 
works at Mussel Shoals, near Florence, 
gives an account of the lynching of 
George Ware (colored), who murdered 
a white boy aged 12, to secure $12. 
After rabbing the boy he threw him 
three times into the river, but the boy 
swam back to shore. After amusing 
himself by throwing him in the river 
he tied him and beat out bis brains 
with a stone and threw him in again 
A man on the opposite shore wit- 
nessed the murder, but the river was 
too wide to make his presence known. 
A description ofthe negro was given 
the jailer, Wo arrested him. Saturday 
night a mob visited the jail and took 
the prisoner and hung him toa beam 
inthe depot building, and then rid- 
dled his body with bullets. 


Patriotic Catholics Have Some- 
thing to Say. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 30. 


A meeting of members of the Roman 
Catholie Church, many of whoin are 
members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, was held this afternoon to 
consider the recent decree of Arch- 
bishop Ward against permitting uni- 
formed bodies other than Catholic 
societies to enter the churehes of this 
city to attend the funeral of a deceased 
comrade. As there was some doubt 
as to the authenticity of the order, a 
cam mittee was appointed to wait upon 
the Archbishop and also to secure his 
conseut to a requiem mass in the 
Catholic Churebes on Decoration Day, 
and that Catholic members of the 
Grand Army ef the Republic be al- 
lowed to attend in uniformed bodies, 


Archaological Discoveries. 
COLLINSVILLE, III., April 29. 

A few miles from this city an inter- 
esting and valuable archaological dis- 
covery has been made on the farm of 
Hon. J. R. Mill, where there is a group 
of ancient mounds. The find was 
made by McAdam, Assistant Hale 
Geographer, who dug up 19 human 
skeletons, male and female, most of 
them in a good state of preservation; 
and he also found a large quantity of 
pottery, copper and stone ornaments 
and domestic and agriculturat: imple- 
men's. Among the latter were sev- 
eral flint hoes which had evidently 
been used a goed deal. Further exca- 
vations will be made. 


A Couaty Squabblie. 
HELENA, M. T., April 30. 

J. B. Hubbell and Dan Robertson of 
the Board of Commissioners of Custer 
county, and G. E. Stillwell, County 
Clerk, ousted by act ef the Legislature 
for alleged fraud, have been indicted 
for refusing to give up the books and 
accounts belonging to the county. It 
is regarded as an opening wedge to- 
ward their prosecution for malfeasar ce 
in office, which, it is claimed, has 
thrown the county §20,000 in debt. 
Chief Justice Wade has ordered the 
County Treasurer to refuse payment of 
warrants aggregating $10,000, drawn 
by the old Board of Commissioners in 
favor of themselves and their asso- 
ciates. These warrants were issued 
subsequent to the passage of the actjof 
the Legislature declaring their offices 
vacant. 
Proposals for Building War Ves- 

sels. 
WASHINGTON, April 30. 

Advertisements of the Navy Depart- 
ment for proposals for the new steam 
cruisers will appear in the New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia and Baltimore 
papers next Tuesday. Proposals will 
be received either from American 
ship-builders, whose ship yards are 
fully equipped for building or repair- 
ing iron and steel ships, or from con- 
structors of marine engines, ma- 
chinery and boilers. Satisfactory 
evidence that bidders are such build- 
ers er contractors must accompany 
proposals or be submitted to the De- 
partment in advance. 


The Dynamite and Daggers of Se- 
. eret Societies. 
NEW York, April 30. 
Ata meeting of the Irish Confedera- 
tion of America the Philadelphia Con- 
vention was approved. Bishop Nulty 
of Michigan acknowledged the receipt 
of funds aud said that periodical 
famines are the plain and direct re- 
sults of misgovernment. Rash and 
impulsive spirits are often generous, 
and brave men chafe incessantly 
under a form of existence so degraded 
and so unmanful, and therefore, fiad- 
ing constitutional agitation interrupted 
by unjust laws, they turn to the dy- 
namite and daggers of secret societies. 


A Proposition te Investigate Iris 
Affairs. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 30. 

A committee has been appointed to 
wait on the newspapers of this city to 
urge that a representative of the press 
of Philadelphia be sent to Ireland to 
investigate the true condition of affairs 
in that country in order to inform the 
world of the evils under which the 
Irish are suffering. 


The Results of the Recent 
in Texas-- Lose of Life. 
Sr. Louis, April 29. 
Dispatches from Waco and other 


places in Texas say the cyclone of 


Friday was very severe throughout a 
large section of the State west and 
southwest of Fort Worth and Dallas. 
The Missouri-Pacific section house 
near Milanox Junction is destroyed 
and one of the hands killed. A school 
bouse at Mount Vernon was destroyed 
and three children injured; another 
school house at McGregor was blown 
down and nine children seriously 
wounded. At Rock Charch the house 
of Cliff Branham was leveled and he 
and wife killed. One child was blown 
several hundred yards, and his other 
children could not be found. Wm. 
Scott and a man named Mitchell, liv- 
ing in the same neighborhood, were 
killed, and two old ladies named 
Graves and Donan wounded fatally. 
Houses, ferices and everything move- 
able in the track of the storm were 
destroyed or blown away. Mrs. Dia- 
mond was killed and her daughter 
fatally injured. Near Pelton an im- 
mense quantity of hail fell, manv 
hail-stones being literally chunks of 
ice, some five inches in diameter. 


Another Fatal Coal Mine Disaster. 
ASHLAND, Pa., April 30. 

A fearful explosion has just oocur- 
red at the Keystone colliery mines by 
which several lives have been lost and 
anumber of miners seriously, prob- 
ably fatally, injured. The explosion 
was caused by the sudden collapse of 
a pillar, causing an immense fall of 
coal, The rush of coal forced down 
gas with such velocity as to cause an 
explosion. The full extent of the dis- 
aster cannot yet be learned. Great 
excitement prevails at the mouth of 
the mine, where people are gathered 
in large numbers. Charles Tyler, 
Patrick Regan and Connor Walter 
have been taken out, more dead than 
alive. The dead body of Andrew 
Jones has just been taken out. Three 
others are known to be killed, and a 
number of others are also badly 
burned. Physicians and priests are 
hurrying to the scene of the disaster. 


When a Woman says She Won't 
She Won't. : 
MILWAUKEE, April 30. 

The decision of U. S. Commissioner 

Ryan on a rehearing of Katie Kane, a 
female lawyer, on habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings, because Judge Mallory of 
the Criminal Court committed her 
verbally for contempt in throwing 
water in his face, was this morning re- 
versed by Judge Hamilton of the Cir- 
cuit Court, who reviewed the case on 
a writ of certiorari. Kate was re- 
manded back to jail. Bail was offered, 
but Judge Hamilton decided that the 
case was not bailable. The prisoner 
has said she will never pay the fine of 
$50 if she stays in jail all her life. 


The Dynamite Fiends in Council. 
NEW York, April 30. 

The Central Labor Union discussed 
the relation of the labor question to 
the revolutionary movement in Eu- 
rope. The general sentiment favored 
the use of dynamite, the arguments 
being that kings and potentates use 
every engine of destruction io their 
wars, aud particularly against the peo- 
ple when revolutionary outbursts 
take place. 


Thousands of Workingmen on a 
Strike. 
PiTTsBURG, Pa. April 30. 

Eight thousand coal miners, several 
hundred cigar makers and a large 
number of journeymen plasterers will 
quit work next Tuesday. Unless em- 
ployers concede to demands the miners 
will strike against half a cent per 
bushel reduction in the mining rate, 
while cigar makers want an advance 
of a dollar per 1,000, and plasterers de- 
mand an increase of from $3 to $3.25 
per day. 


The Trade in Pauper Corpses. 
Boston, April 30, 
The Tewksbury investigation was 
resumed this morning. Timothy 
Kelleher had charge of burials at 
Tewksbury most of the time since 
1879. Cases which had contained 
bodies from the State prison were sold 
and the money given to Thos. Marsh, 
Jr. About eight cases remained when 
he left last Saturday. He had sold 
about 15 io all. 


Five Hundred Leagues of Land for 
Ten Cents an Acre. 
Sr. Lovis, April 30. 


A San Antonio (Texas) dispatch says 
Governor Madero of Coahula, Mexico, 
sold 500 leagues of State land in the 
Sabine river region a few days ago to.

Lonpon, April 30. 


The Times says the Irish convention 
at Philadelphia comm with a 
clap-trap of folly and ‘malignity and 
ceased after the same fashion, The 
whole scene, it says, would be painful 
were it not supremely ridiculous. The 
only practical suggestions made vy 
the convention for injuring Great Brit- 
ain is advice to the people of Ireland 
to buy nothing from England. It is a 
confession of impoteuce when Irish 
malice is driven to such an expedient, 
which, if tried, would only injure its 
adopters. The lesson for Great Britain 
is to ignore Irishmen and abandon the 
hope of bringing them to a better 
frame of mind by the continuance of 
unmerited favors. They have already 
convinced the rest of the world that 
they are unfit to have nattonal inde- 
pendance and they mast be made to 
feel the strong hand of the law.
